THE BIGGEST WHEEL IN THE 
WORLD. 

The American edition of The Heview of 
Reviews hag an interesting article upon the 
big toy of tho World’a Fair—the Ferris 
Wheel. In an intorview, Mr G. W. G. 
! Forrin tells of the inception of the great 
wheel : — 

Wo used to havea Saterday sfternoon 
‘clab, chiafly engineers at tho World’s Fair, 
It was ot onoof these-dinuers, down jn a 
Chicago chop-house, that I hit on tho idea. 
I remembor remarking that I would build 
a wheel, a monster. 
began sketching it out... Before tho 
dinuer was over I had sketched ont almost 
‘the entire dotail, and my plan has nover 
varied an item from that dsy. The wheel 
glands in the Pluiannce aot this momont as 
it stood befors mo then. 

Giveo the circumetancos, in no other 
country thau America ‘would the whoel 
have ever boon built. Ittook three years 
to completa the Eiffel Tower, Even hore 
it took two yoars to build the St. Louis

On December 28th every scrap of iron 
and steel used in the whool was ‘pig.'

{fo grasp the stupendous natore of this 
undertaking. The wheel itself is two 
hundred and fifty fect indiameter; at its 
highest point it is two bondred and sixty- 
j eight fast above the earth, That is to sey, 
if Bunker Hill monamout wero uscd os 
a yardstick to‘meneure it, the towering 
monolith wold fall short fifty foot. Tho 
obelisk of Luxor or Trojan’s pillar, of 
Romo, would not be long enough to serve 
for a radiul spoke. 

Then, again, as to its coormous weight. 
The Niagera cantilover, just ,bolow the 
Falls was looked vpon te an engincering 
wonder when it was bailt. Its coustruction 
required three years. Tho. Ferris wheel 
was built in five montbs, and its weight is 
four timos that of the Nitgara bridge, It 
has thirty-six oava, and in theso tro 
rogimonts of soldiery could be seuted and 
awept with an slmost imperceptible motion 
high above tle White Wooder. 

‘The sensstion is dolightful, Of course 
you oxpect to be dizzy, seasick, disturbed 
ly the moion of the cara. And you 
sre disappointed. As tho whocl stops and 
you coter the cars, you treat yoursel! to alt 
anticipatory shudder.

‘Tho Ferria wheel was hogan and complet- 
ed within sit months. Jt was constricted 
in sections, shipped to Ukicago and put to- 
gethor there, Not» rod, joint or bar was 
défective ; the whole wis joined together 
with an onsoacd rapidity that astouished 
even our ova ongineers When it wes 
complete, it was pérfect to the last detail, 
and it bas never required 1 hour of repairs. 
The Eiffel Tower was three yeurs in build- 
ing, end its imperfections were not 
gurmounted while the expositiva lasted.

‘themselves, aud induced bis emp'‘oyors to 
despatch him to China, where be had outire 
charge of the local uffairs of the company. 
Mis genius for grasping the needs of a situa- 
tien resulted ia a considerable extonsion of 
the business in that partof the world. Nor 
did his ensrgy exhaust ivelf in the work of 
the P, and O. office. “Young Sutherland 
identified bimself with various local enter- 
prises of consequence. He won praolically 
the founder of the Hongkong and Shaxgbai 
Banking Corporation, which hus become the 
most powerful body of ite kind consectod 
with the East, both iu point of influence 
and capital, the Hongkengaod Whimpos 
Dock Co, also owes its existence in a great 
measure tohim. Thiseompany, byatran- 
gement with the Aduiralty, constructed 
docks largo oLuugh ty sccommodale tho 
biggest uatal ernisers.

He dame back to England 
again to take his placo in the management 
just asthe Suez Canal wae completed ; and, 
st a moment whon the fortunes of the 
compaly ware at their vory lowest point, 
he wasnppointed managing director, Tho 
opening of the canal, indeed, washn event 
which for an instant staggered a corpora- 
tion that had nover beon a favorito of the 
gods. Founded in 1737, the history of the 
company for thirty years and more had 
been a long recotd of otruggls againet 
obstacles of all kinds, Its good work and 
its enterprise were not recognised as they 
should have been ; aud tho State—to which 
it rendoted auch important sortice, not 
only in faithful and punetnal fulfilment of 
its mail contracts, but in convoying troops 
across tho seas at more than one critical 
period in varions wars, but chiefly during 
the Crimean campsign and tho Indian 
Mutiny—was anything but its friend when- 
ever business had to be done. As Sir 
Thomw Sutherland can show, whatever 
position the company has attained. has been 
reached through no favour or influence on 
the part of the Government. In 57 far as 
anything humao ie indispensable in thie 
world the P. and 0. Co. has time after 
time proved itself indispensable to the 
Imporial authorities, Tho long story of ite 
arbitrary and often vexatious treatment 
by thom may ba read by those who 
care to go into it in an admirable paper 
from Sir Thowss Sutherland’s own 
pen, in the ‘ P. and 0. Pocket-book.’ 

As woe have said, ho becaime managing 
director at a very critical timo, The opon- 
ing of the canal cost tho company nearly a 
fourth of its revenue, and, if it vas not to 
collapre utterly, rcvorganisation. was ob- 
solutely necestary. Improvements in naval 
constriction and machinery generally com- 
pelied the company te get rid of the whole 
of the oxisting flect as quickly as possible, 
and to replace it by entirely now vessols. 
Mc Sutherland faced difficultics at the 
time ebich would have appalled a raan of 
less netve and knowledges of what was 
wanted; and in o few years ho had the 
sutis{rotion of seeing the company in o 
sounder position financially, and filling a 
larger place commercially than it had ever 
occupied befure. ‘The troubles of the con- 
corn were tho junior managing director's 
opportunity. A band of would-be wreckers 
attacked it, and the duly of defending the 
policy of the board devolved on Mr Suther- 
land, His speech, which lasied for an 
hour onda bali, was | masterpiece in its 
business-like grasp of tho situstion. He 
was clocted chairman of the company in 
3881, and whatever the circumstances it 
has hod to contend against, under hia con- 
trol as joint chairmun and managing direc- 
tor ithaa materially strengthened its posi- 
tion and returns its shareholders largec 
dividonds with an assurance that their pro- 
perty is at the same time moro valuable. 

Nalurally Sir Thom .s Sutherland, though 
never a fullowor of Lord Beaconsfield, is o 
worm admirer of the policy which dictated 
the purchaso of the £4,000,000 worth of 
Suez Cana) shares, The improridence of 
the Exyptian Government and Ismail, he 
says, bas * proved the moans of exceptional 
good fortune te tho Exchequrr of Great 
Britain under the happy inspiration which 
indveed Lard Berconsfield to place thia 
conntry in Egypt's shoes as a shareholder 
in the Suez Canal.’ To say nothing of 
Great Britain’s having secured practically 
acontrolling voice in the administration 
of a canal of such importance to her com- 
mercial oporstiovs, the ivtorest on the 
shares goos a long way to assist in providing 
for the defence of outlying ports and coal. 
ing stations. 
by England is to-day considerably over 
£10,000,000. Very different wasthe scheme 
aduplod by Mr Gladstone’s Government in 
1883, when something had to be done te 
satialy the demand for inereased facilities 
for traffic. My Gladstone mado an agree- 
ment with M, de Lesseps tu contiruct a so- 
cond canal, the English Government 
guarinteeing eight milli us tawarda the 
cost, and srgaring no compensating ad- 
vantiges. It was abont the :most absurd 
t mpact ever devised by aa Buglish Oabi- 
vet, The Chairman of the P. and O, Co. 
wasa prime mover in the agitation which 
resulted in its withdrawal, and in a new 
arrangament being made efter o sce ro 
struggle betweon the shipowners and M. de 
Lesssps, by which the Suez Canal Co. an- 
dertook todo the work without English 
capita. Under Mr Gladstone's agreement 
the canal profits were to be 21 por ¢snt. 
befaro reduction of daey was to take place ; 
‘under the now agrooment reductions were 
effected simost immedi.tely. Tt was aubse- 
quently decided nut _to build anew canal, 


improvements and deopening of the canal 
are mainly cue to the energetic action 
taken by the shipowners, with Sir 
Thomas Sutherland at their herd, in 1883, 
ond loyally accepted by M. de Lesneps 
and his colleagues on the causal direction. 

When the member for Greancok resigned 
in.
